Word that several stock Jewett 

sixes, in different localities, had 
tried and conquered every notablr 
hill test in Northern California in 
a one-day test staged under the 
direction of the Northern California 
Paige and Jewett factory branch 
was received by a highly enthusi­ 
astic sales organization of the 
Paige Company of Southern Call 
fornla.

Requests that were sent out b> 
the parent organization one day 
last week resulted In the. tests.

The first test was made in San 
Francisco, on the famous "Red 
Brick" or demonstration hill, 'Fran­ 
cisco street. From a standing star' 
at the. foot of   the sharp incline 
the climb over the top was made 
without shifting from high gear 
and at a speed of 12 miles per 
hour. Acceleration trials, held sub­ 
sequently with the same car, showed 
that the car accelerated from 5 
to 25 miles per hour in 7 seconds 
and from 5 to 40 miles per hour 
in fifteen seconds.

Long SealSi Wins
Jn Economy Test

A low-cost four-hour run was 
made last Tuesday from Los Angel 
es to Arrowhead Lake and return 
in which nine Studebaker big si 
touring cars contested. These cart 
were entered by as many Stude 
baker   dealers of Southern Cali­ 
fornia and the prize for lowes' 
cost of fuel and oil on the round 
trip .went to the Long Beach dealer 
whose bill for fuel and lubrican 
to refill his tanks at the finish 
was $2.27, with an average cos 
for all nine cars of $2.59.

The contest was organized 
the suggestion of the Lake Arrow 
head Company to demonstrate th 
economy, of mountain travel with 
a high-powered seven-passenge 
car.

FIREFIOHTEIl

The fire in Moneta that occurred 
Friday night and which for a time 
threatened the entire town was 
subdued largely through the prompt 
and efficient efforts of the Torrance 
fire departm«tn under the leader­ 
ship of Ben Hennebrink.

Jtoneta is unfortunately without 
firefightlng apparatus and Torrance 
was the first nearby town notified 
by the telephone operator. Later 
Kedondo was called and later still 
Inglewood and even. Los Angeles, 
so great was the fear of the Moneta 
residents that the entire town would 
be wiped out.

In answering the second alarm 
Clark E. Seargent, foreman of the 
Studebaker plant In Redondo, who 
is head of the volunteer fire de­ 
partment in the beach city, got 
In touch with the* mayor and was 
given instant permission to take 
his men to the stricken town. He 
was on the ground shortly after 
the arrival of the Tor.rance laddies 
and assisted greatly in extinguish­ 
ing the blaze which was -confined 
to. a second-hand store that was 
almost totally destroyed.
